CAPE CANAVERAL (UPI) — Walter M. Schirra Jr. set a new U S. 
space flight record today by sailing around the earth four times and soar­ 
ing on toward a planned landing in the Pacific at the end of six orbits. 
The two previous orbital flights by American astronauts ended in 
the Atlantic after three circuits of the globe. 
As Schirra approached the beginning of his crucial fourth orbit, 
space officials in Mercury Control center told him he could go on and try 
for six orbits. 
The 39-year*old Navy commander responded with 
a jubilant “Hallelujah!” 
Schirra and his Sigma 7 spacecraft lifted into space 
atop an Atlas m issile at 8:15 a.m. EDT. His departure 
I from earth was witnessed by millions in America and 
Europe. The Telstar communication satellite relayed
